quested ‘as needed to meet increas- 
ed costs. 

“In the past, instead of accepting 
these increases and filing for new 
rates to cover inflation, attempts 
have been made to reduce costs 
to stay within the revenues avail- 
able. While it is important to save. 
money, it is ‘as important to realize 
that some savings can, over a time 
become costly increases. For eX- , 
ampie, it you decide your car is 
costing too much and stop getting 
‘oil changes or don’t replace the 
brake pads when worn out, the 
total cost will be much higher than 
if the necessary work had been 
done when needed. 

“Likewise on the water system, 
siiall saviuys from using inade- 
quate materials or failing to make 
necessary repairs have now driven 
the costs of supplying water high- 
er. A few minutes of preventative 
maintenance each year on the gate 
valves which control the main 
lines would have avoided costly 
repairs which are now necessary 
and which, until completed, in- 
crease the cost of any other nec- 
essary repairs. 

“The Trustees recognize that the 
necessary changes must be made 
immediately if we want to avoid 
an increase of roughly three times 
the size which is now necessary. 

“In order to do the work neces- 


sary at the lowest cost the Trus- 


tees have had to make many chan- 
ges in the way the District oper- 
ates; among these: the District 
expects to receive an installment 
loan of $37,000 for eight years 
which will allow us to spread the 
cost of capital items already pur- 
chased over a reasonable time; 
an -experienced, full time super- 
intendent has been hired (this has
